Feeding Grain to Colts- 


A subscriber iuquircs of the American 


Agriculturist whether it is advisable to feed 
oats to colts in winter; some of the neigh- 
bors think the practice injurious. 
It is ob- 


jected that grain of any kmd is too stimu- 
lating for young animals, and that they 
will grow up more hardy if kept on scan- 
ty food. 
We regard this as an error.— 


The usual food of an animal, including 
grain, is not "stimulating," in the sense as 
the spices and drinks used by man; were 
that the case, there would be no question 
as to the impropriety of allowing grain to 
young horses or other animals. 


Grain contains more nutriment than the 


same bulk of straw or hay. 
If fed in a 


large quantity to one not worked sufficient- 
ly to keep the digestive powers very active, 
the stomach and other organs will be im- 
paired, and the health of the animal will 
i>e injured. 
But given judiciously, grain 


promotes the growth and strength of horses 
uther young or old. 
The proper way to 


harden an animal, is not to cramp the 
;rowrh of its organs, but to develop to the 
fullest extent, aud nutritious food is indis- 
jensable to this end.

Emancipation in Missouri. 


Senator Henderson's bill to encourage 


emancipation in Missouri provides that, 
upon satisfactory proof that the State has, 
within eighteen moths after the passage of 
this act, made legal provision for the im- 
mediate or gradual emancipation of her 
slaves, thirty-year six per cent bonds to the 
amount of §25,000 000 shall he paid as 
compensation, such bonds not to be deliver- 
ed unless the Missouri Legislature shul! 
provide for the extinction of slavery on or 
before July 4, 1888. 


If the law of Emancipation provides for 


the manumission of all slaves on or before 
July 4, 1866, the amount is to be paid at 
once. If at a later date they shall bs de- 
livered in four equal instalments, the last at 
the time when it goes into effect. If the 
State shall re establish slavery, after re- 
ceiving the bonds or any part of them, she 
shall be bound to the United States in tha 
whole sum, principal and interest.
